CULT AUTHOR 
RICHARD ALLEN DIES 


RICHARD ALLEN, 
the author who wrote the 
million selling Skinhead 
novel, has died at the age 
of 71. 

As regular readers will 
know, Richard Allen was in 
fact a pen name used by 
Canadian author James 
Moffatt to write 18 novels 
about British youth cults. In 
total, he wrote over 400 
books under different names 
during three decades of 
writing, and was widely 
regarded as the king of 
youth cult fiction, if not pulp 
paperbacks in general. 

To skinheads though, he 
will always be known and 
remembered as Richard 
Allen. He created the most 
famous skinhead of all-time 
in the shape of Joe Hawkins, 
a character whose trail of 
violence carries on through 
most of the Allen novels. 

Richard Allen died on 
November 8th after being ill 
for a number of years. Few 
people knew how ill he 


really was, and his kindness 
and thoughtfulness will be 
remembered by all who 
knew him. 

The Complete Richard 
Allen Volume Three book, 
which will now be published 
in January , will be 
accompanied by a three 
track tribute EP which will 
be sent free with the first 
1,000 copies sold. As well

It's okay for 
them to watch it, but you can't.

THE BBC has edited 
one of its top TV shows after 
filming a scene that 
portrayed ordinary 
skinheads as racists. 

The scene was to 
appear as part of the drama 
series. Between The Lines , 
which deals with corruption 
within the police force, and is 
one of the better programmes 
on TV today. This particular 
episode dealt with an 
undercover policeman who 
dressed as a skinhead to 
infiltrate an extreme 
right-wing organisation. 

The edited part 
featured the skinhead doing 
press ups, and in the 
background was a clearly 
identifiable poster of 
skinheads with the words 
RACE IS OUR RELIGION 
above their heads. In fact the 
poster featured Glasgow skins 
dancing at a Laurel Aitken 
gig. Apparently, when a 
poster of Nazi skinheads could 


not be found, someone at the 
BBC thought any poster of 
skinheads would be fine once 
the racist wording had been 
added. It's unlikely that any 
other minority group would 
have been treated in such a 
manner. Certainly, the fact 
that the poster now labelled 
the skinheads as racists did 
not seem to bother anyone 
until complaints were made 
following its showing on a 
promotional clip. 

The programme's 
producer, Peter Norris, was at 
first reluctant to edit the scene. 
However, when it was pointed 
out that he wouldn't have been 
too pleased to see his face on 
TV for 15 seconds with the 
words CHILD MOLESTER or 
MUGGER above it, he agreed 
that a mistake had been made. 
After cutting the scene and 
ensuring that the trailer would 
not be repeated, he offered 
"many apologies" for the use 
of the poster.

Klasse Kriminale arent exactly new to the skinhead 
world and most of you will know their name. But too many 
people haven't heard them because they can't be bothered 
writing to Italy for their records. Big mistake! And one we 
hope to rectify with Generazione Distruttiva which will 
appear on their new album. 

Pressure 28 made quite an impact on the Oi! world 
during 1993, but just in case you haven't caught up with 
them yet, here's the previously unreleased J993\ 

Intensified are one of the unsung heroes of British ska 
who are doing their best to get away from the bland sound 
adopted by so many of today's newcomers to blue beat. Sea 
Of Love is the unreleased track on offer here. 

And last, but not least, meet Ireland's Gangsters - 
probably the least known band on the EP. They began life 
two years ago in Coco the singer’s garden shed and have 
since been on Irish TV and radio, and reached the finals of 
the national Battle Of The Bands competition. Rest 


assured, you'll be hearing a lot more from these boys. For 
starters, check out their vinyl debut. Can U Feel It. 

Just so you know the score on the single, the bands 
paid all recording costs, Skinhead Times paid all the 
manufacturing costs and you the subscribers are paying the 
postage costs because it is going out as issue 13 of this 
newspaper. That means the next issue of Skinhead Times 
will be issue 14. 

Remember, it's only a sampler EP - it's not meant to be 
the band's at their very best or the best the skinhead world 
has to offer.

What Really Happened In The Seventies 

As anyone in the media will tell you, we are in the middle of a Seventies Revival. But what 
they conveniently forget is that it was the skinhead cult attracted most kids during that 
decade. Thousands of kids cropped their hair and said fuck off to the hippies, disco kids 
and other nobodies. So here's a couple of articles aimed at letting you know 

what really happened in the 1970s. 


With all this talk of a Seventies revival, and 
the media and fashion industry trying to force 
flares and 70s compilations down the throats of 
the young and impressionable, I thought to 
myself this isn’t how I remember the decade in 
which I spent my teenage years. Of course no 
one can that the likes of platform shoes caused a 
lot of pain to the swollen ankles of the 70s 
fashion victim, but my memories are of 
skinheads, reggae, bootboys, football hooligans, 
glam rock, punk rock, 2 Tone and the dawning of 
a new era. 

At the age of 34 (old bastard) I can look back and 
see that most of my life I have been associated with 
the skinhead cult. As far as I am concerned it is the 
smartest and most credible cult that has existed, 
despite what the media says to the contrary. 

Everyone is aware of how the cult developed 
from the 60s mod culture, and in my part of the world 
things were no different. I hail from a small seaside 
resort on the East Coast of Scotland called Montrose 
which lies roughly halfway between Dundee and 
Aberdeen. Skinheads probably caught on and 
peaked a bit later up here, but I would argue that the 
first wave of skins lasted longer too. 

I first became interested in the cult in 1970 when, 
at the age of 12,1 moved to Dundee with my family. 
Dundee at this time had a well established gang 
culture and skinheads were prominent in a lot of 
gangs. My loyalties however lay with my old mates 
back in Montrose and most of my weekends and 
school holidays were spent with them and initially 
with the Hillside Boys in particular. 

When I first got into the cult, I wore Tuf boots, 
rolled up jeans, braces and button down collared 
shirts, with short (but not skinhead) hair. DMs were 
out of the question at the time because I couldn't get 
them to fit. When I did get my first pair they were size 
5 ox-blood six eyelet Air Wair with a thinner sole and 
different tread pattern - we called them Junior 
Martens or Junior Docs. This was late 1970 and it 
was a year later that I got the look I really wanted. A 
number four crop, 11 hole highly polished ox-blood 
Astronauts, Wrangler jeans cut short and worn at the 
top of my boots with a one inch external turn-up, half 
inch braces, Ben Sherman shirts, and a Harrington or 
crombie. 

The classic look in Montrose at the time was 
eight hole ox-blood Air Wair with red or yellow laces, 
Wrangler jeans with turn-ups, button down Ben 
Shermans, Wrangler jackets and Harringtons. For a 
night out you might have worn Frank Wright brogues 
or loafers, Levi’s sta-prest (white, ice blue and

For a 
night out you might have worn Frank Wright brogues 
or loafers, Levi’s sta-prest (white, ice blue and 
off-white were popular, darker colours for school, and 
a bit later came tonic and Prince Of Wales check), 
Ben Shermans of course and black or navy blue 
blazers. Suits were worn if you could afford them, 
and usually only by the older blokes. If they were 
made to measure, it would be a four button jacket 
with no less than six buttons on the sleeves. A silk 
handkerchief, red and for a spell tartan, went in the 
breast pocket, usually with a single peak and a tie 
tack or hanky pin to hold it in place. Hankies were 
also worn with blazers and crombies, which had tonic 
as well as red linings at the time. 

Cardigans and sleeveless pullovers were worn at 
the time, but probably most popular were what we 
called college jerseys. They were one colour 
iumnors with contrastinci stripes and the collar. Later

in Scotland. It attracted a lot of tourists and with them 
came the chance for aggro. 

Football was also popular. Most people followed 
clubs like Rangers, Celtic and Aberdeen and would 
go and see their favourite teams and join in any 
trouble at the games. Then there was Montrose FC 
who you would only go and see at local derby games 
or Cup games if a large away support was expected 
as you were guaranteed a good scrap. 

As time went on the style changed from skinhead 
to bootboy. Hair became longer, trousers wider and 
shirts were no longer button-down, but either pointed 
collars or horrible rounded collars. Wranglers were 
still worn, but were now wider, and baggier jeans 
called Skinners became popular. Skinners were 


leather jackets. 

One day myself and a mate Jake were 
discussing such matters and decided to go back to 
our roots. Despite the threats from our girlfriends 
("get a skinhead and I'll chuck you"), we became 
skins again. And the girls loved it. 

Now there were three skinheads in Montrose and 
for all we knew Scotland, although we didn’t want to 
believe that. Before we knew it, all of our mates 
followed suit and within a week we were a skinhead 
crew again. The search was on for 
original gear, but it was largely in vain. So our look 
consisted mainly of Wrangler and Levi’s jackets, 
Harringtons, braces, t-shirts, Skinners, parallels, 
grandad or union shirts which were popular at the

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night out you might have worn Frank Wright brogues 
or loafers, Levi's sta-prest (white, ice blue and 
off-white were popular, darker colours for school, and 
a bit later came tonic and Prince Of Wales check), 
Ben Shermans of course and black or navy blue 
blazers. Suits were worn if you could afford them, 
and usually only by the older blokes. If they were 
made to measure, it would be a four button jacket 
with no less than six buttons on the sleeves. A silk 
handkerchief, red and for a spell tartan, went in the 
breast pocket, usually with a single peak and a tie 
tack or hanky pin to hold it in place. Hankies were 
also worn with blazers and crombies, which had tonic 
as well as red linings at the time. 

Cardigans and sleeveless pullovers were worn at 
the time, but probably most popular were what we 
called college jerseys. They were one colour 
jumpers with contrasting stripes and the collar. Later 
versions had two stripes on the sleeve, between the 
elbow and shoulder. 

The basic style would stay the same, but from 
time to time there were minor changes like wearing 
footballclub or Scotland badges, and initialed badges 
in the shape of a shield on your blazer breast pocket. 
Ties were not worn often, but if they were they would 
be in football colours or broad stripes and for a time 
tartan. Tartan trim on denim jackets and jeans, and 
tartan scarves, were popular for a while. You could 
also get tartan Harringtons and Prince Of Wales ones 
and even crombie style jackets in Prince Of Wales, 
but they were never widely worn. I do remember a 
couple of blokes who did wear them with POW 
sta-prest, white Ben Shermans and black brogues, 
but I always thought they looked odd. Still, there was 
a lot of scope for individualism and just because I 
didn’t like it, others didn't have to agree with me. 

By late 71 a lot of skins were growing their hair 
and skinheads mixed with suedes (not that many 
people made any distinction). Others started to have 
long hair and feathercuts, but still wore what was 
considered to be skinhead gear. 1972 brought A 
Clockwork Orange to the cinemas and on to the 
streets. I never adopted the look myself, but some 
people adapted it and wore black DMs, white 
sta-prest, white Ben Shermans, black braces, black 
crombie, bowler hat, eyelash, black umbrella and a 
local short-lived fad of a white carnation in your lapel 
just to spiv it up a bit. 

Some older mates were into scooters and 
Lambrettas in particular. They were full-framed 
scooters with a few mirrors, chrome crash bars, front 
and rear carriers, back rests on the seats, six foot 
fibre glass aerials with small flags and maybe a few 
other accessories to personalise them. Fly screens 
usually had Montrose or the rider's name on them. 

Other modes of transport included Ford Anglias 
and Mini Coopers, again with aerials and also 
fur-trimmed dashboards and chequered roofs. Being 
too young to drive, it was the bus for me or trying not 
to look too chuffed when I got a lift on the back of a 
mate’s scooter. 

Life was about having a good laugh, chasing 
women, having a drink and looking for aggro There 
was no politics, no racism and no drugs. Drugs were 
for hippies anyway Aggro was usually with people 
from neighbouring towns like Arbroath and Brechin. 
Although not very popular today, Montrose was a 
seaside resort that used to boast the finest beaches 


in Scotland. It attracted a lot of tourists and with them 
came the chance for aggro. 

Football was also popular. Most people followed 
clubs like Rangers, Celtic and Aberdeen and would 
go and see their favourite teams and join in any 
trouble at the games. Then there was Montrose FC 
who you would only go and see at local derby games 
or Cup games if a large away support was expected 
as you were guaranteed a good scrap. 

As time went on the style changed from skinhead 
to bootboy. Hair became longer, trousers wider and 
shirts were no longer button-down, but either pointed 
collars or horrible rounded collars. Wranglers were 
still worn, but were now wider, and baggier jeans 
called Skinners became popular. Skinners were 
popular dress trousers as well and often just called 
Parallels. For a time they were being made to 
measure with 30" bottoms and for a brief spell they 
came in horrible red and yellow! I did however like 
wearing white Skinners cut at the top of 10 hole black 
Air Wair with white laces, white Fred Perry, black 
braces and a black blazer with white buttons. 

Suits were still with four buttons, but with loads 
of buttons up the sleeves, loads of extra pockets and 
contrast stitching, and as time passed things became 
ridiculous with suits in bright colours and buttons and 
pockets everywhere. Cardigans and jumpers were 
being made to measure in football colours, and again 
things were taken to extremes with pockets 
everywhere. 

Things weren't completely fucked up though. 
DMs, brogues and braces never really went out of 
fashion and a few blokes in our crew never had hair 
longer than suedehead. Occasionally, a skinhead 
haircut would be had and our unofficial leader, Dale 
Watson, was true to the faith and remained a 
skinhead throughout. Crombies and Harringtons 
were always acceptable in our crew, as would have 
been any skinhead gear, but button down collars and 
sta-prest just became impossible to find. 

Travelling to football and invading other towns, or 
chasing people who came to your area remained 
popular sport, as did battling with Aberdeen fans who 
passed through Montrose on the way to and from 
games. Loyalties to Celtic, Rangers or anyone else 
were forgotten when they arrived in Montrose on the 
way home from a match, and anybody was fair game. 

Although reggae never really went away and odd 
hits appeared throughout the 1970s, glam was the big 
thing during 1971-74 and even 75. Everyone had 
their favourite band, whether it was Sweet, Mott The 
Hoople, Roxy Music, Gary Glitter or whoever. Slade 
were probably every bootboy’s top band and as we 
know are still well respected by many skins today. 

Around the end of 75 and the start of 76, we 
were getting pissed off with things in general. Most 
music was boring and crap and even old favourites 
like Slade were losing it. Good gear was getting 
harder to find and the skinhead days seemed like a 
lifetime away. 

We were still most definitely a bootboy crew and 
still wore DMs, the most important part of the bootboy 
uniform. There were others in different towns who 
called themselves bootboys, but they didn't look the 
part in desert boots, Adidas trainers, flared Levi's and 
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leather jackets. 

One day myself and a mate Jake were 
discussing such matters and decided to go back to 
our roots. Despite the threats from our girlfriends 
("get a skinhead and I'll chuck you"), we became 
skins again. And the girls loved it. 

Now there were three skinheads in Montrose and 
for all we knew Scotland, although we didn't want to 
believe that. Before we knew it, all of our mates 
followed suit and within a week we were a skinhead 
crew again. The search was on for 
original gear, but it was largely in vain. So our look 
consisted mainly of Wrangler and Levi’s jackets, 
Harringtons, braces, t-shirts, Skinners, parallels, 
grandad or union shirts which were popular at the 
time, and 10 hole Air Wair. What really mattered was 
that the spirit was there. 

Within a month, and much to our annoyance, 
practically everyone under the age of 18 worth their 
salt was a skinhead in Montrose. It was also much to 
the annoyance of the local constabulary who took 
great pleasure in blaming us for everything from 
minor acts of vandalism to major disturbances - often 
with good reason too! We also seemed to get up the 
noses of older blokes in the town, but we loved our 
reputation as skinheads. 

1977 brought punk to Montrose, and although we 
didn't like what we read about safety pins and spitting, 
some of the music did appeal. I don't remember 
seeing any punks in Montrose before 1979, but 
maybe someone will dispute that. 

I remember buying my first punk single, Anarchy 
In The UK, and playing it to my mates. It amused us 
as much as anything, but it did have energy which 
was lacking in most music of the time. When the 
Anarchy Tour was announced, featuring bands like 
the Pistols and The Clash, we planned to go and 
attack the punks. Sadly, councils up and down the 
country banned the touring punks and spoiled our 
anticipated fun. 

With the popularity of punk, we became aware of 
other skins who followed bands like Sham 69, Cock 
Sparrer and Skrewdriver, who were not openly Nazi at 
the time. All Screwed Up was crap anyway, and 
press release photos at the time made them look like 
a bunch of scruffs. 

Across the country, skinheads became popular 
again. By 1979, 2 Tone was breaking thanks to 
bands like The Specials, Madness and The Selecter, 
and to me things couldn't have been better. 

Then I got married and work took me away from 
Montrose. Still by the end of the decade, things had 
gone full circle. Skinheads were back and about to 
enter the Eighties, but that's another story.

All The Bovver Boys Love 


Here is the story of four young 
men who came from Wolverhampton 
in the Black Country. Introducing 
Neville ’’Noddy" Holder (born 15th 
June 1950), Jimmy Lea (born 14th 
June 1952), Dave Hill (born 4th 
April 1952) and Don Powell (born 
10th September 1950). 

They began life as The N’ 
Betweens and were to go down in 
history 7 as the first skinhead group 
under their better known name of 
Slade. 

The story starts in The Bahamas 


where the band had picked up a six 
month contract to play the pubs and 
clubs. It was so hot out there that 
Dave Hill decided to have all his hair 
cut off The others liked the look of it 
and decided to have their hair cropped 
too. 

What they didn't know was that 
back home in England, a new youth 
cult called skinheads was beginning to 
grow, and it had a large following in 
the Black Country 

Under the name Ambrose Slade, 
they started gigging on their return, 
and were seen by Chas Chandler at a 
London club called Rasputin's. When 
he first heard them he thought the juke 
box was playing, but it was a live 


group playing an old R&B number in 
their own style. 

Chas Chandler liked what he heard 
and was always on the look out for 
new talent to take to the top, just like 
he had done with Jimi Hendrix. 
Ambrose Slade had found themselves a 
manager. All he needed was some way 
of making them stand out from all the 
other bands. 

His P.R. man, Keith Altham, had 
read about the growing skinhead cult 
and suggested it to Chas. He told the 
band and before they knew it, they 


were marched off to the barbers like 
newly enlisted soldiers. All had crops, 
and clothes to suit the image. Dr. 
Marten boots, jeans that stopped some 
way above the ankle, braces, collarless 
shirts and sleeveless pullovers - were 
hastily acquired. 

"We didn't see it as a particularly 
extraordinary 7 step," said Don. "All our 
friends back home had looked like that 
for a long time - in Glasgow they had 
been doing it for ages." 

Soon, photos and a suitably worded 
press release were on their way to the 
offices that line Fleet Street and 
headlines like SKINHEADS TO 
APPEAR ON RECORDS started to 
appear 


All the band needed now was a 
record deal and Fontana signed them 
up. The first release was a single in 
May 1969 called Genesis , an 
instrumental which had appeared on 
the Ambrose Slade album called 
Beginnings , but it flopped. 

Chandler shortened the band's 
name to Slade and took the band into 
the studio to record a second single, 
Wild Winds Are Blowing , but it too 
failed to make any real impression. 

Chandler wanted to move the band 
from Fontana, but couldn't because of 
the contract. So in March, 1970, Slade 
released another single, Shape Of 
Things To Come. The B side C'Mon 
C'Mon , a cover from an old Max Storm 
And The Trooper demo, was used for 
the sound track of the film. Wild In 
The Streets. 

Shape Of Things To Come was to 
give Slade their first big break with an 
appearance on Top Of The Pops , but 
they were about to feel the backlash for 
being known as a skinhead band. 

"They were reluctant to allow 7 Slade on 
to the show 7 ," explained Noddy Holder. 
"The producer's son had been beaten 
up by some skinheads, but w 7 e got on 
eventually." 

The single was almost a hit. The 
story goes that Fontana didn't have 
enough copies pressed to meet the 
demand, and by the time they had 
more records pressed, the interest had 
passed. 

When the contract expired, Chas 
moved the band to Polydor. At least 
Slade were getting lots of airplay and 
support from DJs like Dave Cash and 
Tommy Vance They also played a lot 
of live sessions for the Radio One Club 
Shows. 

The first Polydor single was called 
Know Who You Are , and was the 
instrumental Genesis with words. It 
was released in September 1970, tw 7 o 
months before Slade's, Play It Loud 
album, which featured the garish 
skinhead cover. 


Slade were playing loud and 
aggressive music and hoped that the 
skinheads would adopt it as their own. 
But it didn't work out quite like that 
The real teenage skins up and down 
the country loved reggae, and to them 
Slade weren't playing skinhead music. 
Other kids weren't sure about going to 
see Slade either - just in case they 
were playing skinhead music. 

"The first gig we did as skinheads 
was at The Melody Rooms in 
Norwich," remembers Dave Hill. "We 
started getting really scared when we 
walked around London and saw’ 
posters of us in our skinhead garb. 
People in the business, like promoters, 
figured that we were going on stage to 
cause trouble and fights between rival 
gangs in the hall." 

Don remembers Slade's skinhead 
days with some regret. "We could 
never get interviews, because 
interviewers would refuse to talk to 
more than one of us in one room at any 
one time. I think they thought we were 
going to hit them. I used to always get 
the money after gigs because 1 looked 
the hardest!"

No One Ever Took The Den 

Millwall’s ground The Den was closed and sold to property developers at the end of last season. 
Alan, one of the last of the Millwall Skinheads, was at the farewell party. 


One Law For Us? 

My interest in Manchester United 
goes about as far as looking out for 
their captain Steve Bruce - who you 
won't be surprised to hear used to play 
for the famous Gillingham F.C. Also, 
as any primary school kid will tell you, 
the fact that Gillingham beat United in 
a friendly at the start of last year’s 
Championship winning season means 
that the Gills are really the best team in 
England. And probably the world. 

But life's a bastard and it was 
Manchester United who were expected 
to fly the flag so proudly for England in 
this season's European Cup. On the 
field things didn't go to plan. A surprise 
3-3 home draw at home to Turkish 
champions to Galatasaray was 
followed by a 0-0 draw away from 
home and so United were out. 

What happened off the field though 
was a total disgrace, and if it had 
happened in England, you can 
guarantee that United and all other 
English clubs would have once again 
been banned from Europe. 

Trouble had started when Turkish 
youths attacked the hotel where most 
United fans were staying. When the 
police finally decided to take action, 
£26,000 worth of damage had been 
caused and they decided to blame the 
English fans (surprise, surprise).

a wft who despite numerous 
requests (often by six thousand 
voices in unison) declined to 
show us her tits.

A young 
skinhead was cheered as he 
avoided the police to steal a 
comer flag and some nutter in a 
lion suit started dancing on (and 
nearly falling off) the main stand 
roof. Even a steward chucked a 
ball into the crowd rather than 
give it back to the players. 

Millwall carried on 
playing like shit. Rovers scored a 
third and so we went back on to 
the pitch. The police tried to stop 
us for about 30 seconds and then 
ran. Well, there were only about 
200 of them and thousands of us. 
They escorted the ref to safety, 
got the Rovers fans out before the 


protecting them collapsed 
and then hid. 

One goal was 

immediately demolished, ending 
any chance of the game carrying 
on, and the turf was tom up by 
souvenir hunters. Even one of 
the missing footballs came back 
for a ten thousand strong game of 
footie! Someone ripped down a 
20 foot Millwall sign and it was 
marched around for the cameras 
and terraces. For a time it looked 
like it would be a peaceful party, 
until someone spotted Reg Burr, 
the man who had sold our Den. 

The police managed to get 
him away under an avalanche of 
flying turf. With Reg gone, the 
missiles were aimed at the police 
who, funnily enough, didn't like 
it. They tried to retake the pitch, 


SITTING DOWN at 
3pm on my plastic seat at ’’The 
New Den”, the brand spanking 
new all-seater state of the art 
home of Millwall F.C., I 
contemplate our future in the 
’’most ambitious British 
football stadium ever”. 

At ten past four, I'm 
leaving early as Southend score 
their fourth against us. Fifteen 
quid to watch us get stuffed, and 
no pushing or trying to kill 
visiting players (well, not much). 
Not at all like our old Cold Blow 
Lane home of only last season 
which died on May 8th, 1993 
with our last league game of the 
season against Bristol Rovers 
(murdered by Reg Burr, our wide 
boy Chairman). 

A game I arrived early 
for. Two hours early, and the 
roads around the ground were 
already packed with fans. A few 
dockers, built like brick shit 
houses, were already in tears, and 
plenty of others were pissed. 

We'd just missed out on 
promotion and all we had left was 
the saddest day in the club's 
history (well, since November 
14th 1942 when West Ham put 
seven past us at home). Still we 
were going to have a party and 
say good-bye to our beloved Den 
in style. 

Five minutes into the 
game and the ball was kicked into 
the terraces. It never came out. 

In all seven balls went missing. 
Casey Keller, our Yankee 
goalkeeper, joined in the spirit of 
things when he got a tennis ball 
back and took a goal-kick with it. 

Then it started, Millwall 
one-nil down. But it was our 
party and we didn't give a toss. 
After all, we had seen it all 
before. First minute of the 
second half and it was two-nil. 

Sod it, it was time for the party to 
really start. About two or three 
thousand fans were on the pitch, 


nicKing me piayers smns, 
making a half-hearted attempt to 
get the Bristol fans, having a 
song, and then it was back to the 
terraces. We could wait. The 
teams came back on and Millwall 
showed real class by missing a 
penalty. The Old Bill formed a 
thin blue line to stop us taking 
the pitch again, and got plenty of 
abuse, coins, stones and a few 
bits of chairs for their trouble. 

Then the party really got 
going!
